CROSSFIELD—Thero is no ques- 
tion but that western farmers to- 
day need a strong and efficient 
organization to protect their in- 
terests. Prices of most farm pro- 
ducts are in the main stationary 
or trending lower, while farm 
costs continue to increase rapidly. 
Existing farm organizations are 
handicapped by the fact that only 
a minority of farmers are organ- 
ized. * 

The situation is becoming criti- 
cal and if we are not willing to 
stand up for ourselves no one else 
will do it for us. 

This is a democratic, non-poli- 
tical union, primarily designed to 
unite all:farmers in the protection 
of our interests and the welfare 
of our country. 

Our object is, Parity for Agri- 
culture, and we intend to get 1t, 
but we are not unmindful .of the 
legitimate interests of other sec- 
tions of the .working -class. 

We are not alone in our battle 
for equal rights, as we are. work- 
ing side by side with the Saskat- 
chewan and Manitoba farm unions. 

Even though ‘the majority of :the 
farmers ;have not been organized, 
great gains have been made, for 
example: 

1. Removal of embargo on ex- 
port of cattle to the U.S.A. 

2. Removal of embargo on ship- 
ment of live hogs to.U.S.A. 

3. Abolition of .the tax on col- 
ored .traetor -fuel. 

The -right.to load. and ship ;your 
own .grain and the -right to. order 
railway , cars, 

5. Income tax concessions. 


‘6. $65,000,000 provided .by Fed- .

Ghost Of Civic Election 


(FROM THE EDMONTON SUN) 

During the past civie election campaign, 
it seems there were forces at work to benefit 
by any racial or religious prejudice that 
might exist here in Edmonton. Though we 
are proud of the fact that Edmonton is one 
of the few areas in the world that we like 
to think of as free of such prejudices, being 
Canada’s most cosmopolitan urban area, still 
we must face up to the grim truth that there 


are people in our midst who would fan racial 
hatreds into being for their own selfish pur- 
poses. 

Or perhaps these people suffer from an 
inferiority complex and find expression in 
religious and racial malice for exhaltation of 
their ego. Like the Pharisee in the temple, 


they pray their thanks for not being as other 
men are, 


Young Bill Hawrelak, Edmonton’s new 
mayor, has just won a civic election with a 
. tremendous majority. 'Tremendous, we be- 
slieve, partly because the vast majority of 
citizens were aroused by an insidious effort 
to diseredit him because his ancestors. did 
not come from England, or Ireland, or Scot- 
:landzor some other area of the world’ more 
to the liking of some of his critics. 
.. An Edmonton voter has just sent us a 
letter which gives one reader’s account of 
the election campaign: 


“Dear Sir: A few days before the Civic 
Hlection a letter, apparently designed to put 
Mr. Hawrelak into disrepute, was mailed to 
Mearly every householder in the city. An in- 
cerpt therefrom follows: “It may even be that 
you must decide between a way of living that 
has developed in Canada and in Edmonton 
through the years or a possibility of a trend 
which might not be acceptable to you.’ The 
inference or inuendo in this statement is so 
obvious that it hardly needs explanation, but 
this passage was meant to arouse suspicions 
in the minds of the voters and to imply that if 
Mr. Hawrelak were elected he would recast 
our way of living and inaugurate a regime op- 
posite to our system of government. Although 
the election is now past history, one good pur- 
pose can still be served, to remind future 
traducers that they can’t win a decision by hit- 
ting below the belt. They may have figured 
#hat this letter was a brilliant political ma- 
noeuvire but the electors spurned these tactics 
and gave Mr. Hawrelak a huge majority. 

When this letter was first shown-to.me by 
one of the receivers I asked him what he 
thought about it. ‘“‘Like a dead mackerel in 
ike moonlight this campaign letter shines and 
stinks,’ he replied; and the voters may have 
felt the same way about it. If this letter of 
mine helps to eliminate any similar nauseating 
propaganda in the future it will have served 
its purpose by lending weight to the warning 
that slander in an election campaign doés not 
pay.” 


We heartily agree with the sentiments 
expressed in the above letter and hope that 
never again will racial or religious preju- 
dice figure in an public campaign. to be car- 
ried on in our city. =

“Note and Comment 


The Alberta Progressive Conservative 
party will enter candidates in most, if not 
all, of the Alberta constituents at the next 
general election, which will take place next 
summer. There can be no question of the 
party’s right to enter the political field in 
the province, but it is a dubious move, if 
the object is to defeat Social Credit and re- 
place that philosophy with a more orthodox 
government, 

The intention was stated as being an 
effort to place a stronger opposition in the 
legislature to the present government, but 
the very opposite may possibly be the effect 
of the decision. To divide the opposition 
forces in the province in an election contest 
is not likely to weaken the Social Credit 
hold on Alberta. Judging by past political 
history in Alberta, the Progressive Con- 
servatives are unlikely to get far in their 
campaign. Alberta has never shown much 
preference for a Tory philosophy in its 
government,

Fire Commissioner Warns 
Against Common Fire Hazarc 


A. E. Bridges, Provincial Fire 
Commissioner, today issued. a 
special appeal to householders in 
which he listed some fire preven- 
tion reminders. 

Mr. Bridges asked parents not 
to leave their 
the home because of the danger 
of fire. Also, special care should 
be taken to ascertain that all 
heating apparatus is safe. Recent 
fires renorted showed that poorly 
installed. and overheated stoves 
and pipes had fed to fires, and 
_where loss of_ life had occurred, 
this had been due to children 
being left alone. 

“Tt isn’t. possible for the pro- 
vincial fire insvection staff to 
visit all homes and point out con- 
ditions that are likely to cause 
fires,’ Mr. Bridges said.

4. Oil burners should be of ap- 
proved types and their fuel should 
be kent a safe distance from thé 
burner. If carbon gathers, the 
burner or stove should be checked 
immediately by an expert, 

5. Be careful of: children play- 
ing with matches, smoking, defec- 
tive electric wiring, and chimneys 
which have fallen into disrepair.
